Samuel, this and the following book are called by 
the Hebrews the book of Samuel, because'they contain the 
history of Samuel, and of the two^krngs, £ 4 ul and Darvid, 
whom he anointed. They are more commonly named by the 
Fathers, the firtt and second book Of kings. As to the writer 
of them, ’tis the common opinion that Samuel composed the 
first book, as far as the twenty fifth chapter j and that the 
prophets Nathan and Gad finished the first, and wrote the 
second book.

11 And Joab said to the 
man that told him : If thou 
sawest him, why didst thou 
not stab him to the ground, 
and I would have given thee 
ten sides of silver, and a 
belt ? 

12 And he said to Joab: 
If thou wouldst have payed 
down in my hands a thousand 
pieces of silver, I would not 
lay my hands upon the king’s 
son 5 for uTour hearing the 
king charged thee, and Abi- 
6ai, and Ethai, saying : Save 
me the boy Absalom.

end night, upon the place 
wherein thou hast promised 
that thy name should be cal¬ 
led upon, 

21 And that thou wouldst 
hear the prayer which thy 
servant prayeth in it: heark¬ 
en then to the prayers of thy 
servant, and of thy people 
Israel. Whosoever shall 
pray in this place, hear thou 
from thy dwelling-place, 
that is, from heaven, and 
shew mercy. 

22 If any man sin against 
his neighbour, and come to 
swear against him, and bind 
himself with a curse^ before 
the altar in this house : 

23 Then hear thou from 
heaven, and do justice to 
thy servants, so as to requite 
the wicked by making his 
wickedness fall upon his 
own head, and to revenge 
the just, rewarding him ac¬ 
cording to his justice. 

24 If thy people Israel be 
overcome by their enemies* 
•(for they will sin against 
thee) and, being converted, 
shall do penance, and c^ll 
upon thy name, and pray to 
thee in this place, 

25 Then hear thou from 
heaven, and forgive thp sin 
of thy people Israel, and 
bring them back into the 
land which thou gavest to 
them, and their fathers, 

26 If the heavens be shut 
up, apd there fall no rain, by 


reason of the sins of the peo¬ 
ple, and they shall pray tor 
thee in this place, and con* 
fess to thy name, and be con¬ 
verted from their sins, when* 
thou dost afflict them, 

27 Then hear thou from 
heaven, O Lord, and forgive 
the sins of thy servants, and 
of thy people Israel, and 
teach them the good way f 
in which they may walk: 
and give rain to thy land} 
which thou hast given Co thy 
people to possess. 

28 If a famine arise in the 
land, or a pestilence, or blas¬ 
ting, or milldew, or locusts, 
or caterpillar? *, or if their 
enemies waste the country, 
and besiege the cities j what¬ 
soever scourge or inEimiiy 
shall be upon them; 

29 Then if any of thy 
people Israel, knowing his 
own scourge and infirmity, 
shall pray, and shall spread 
forth his hands in this house, 

30 Hear thou from hea¬ 
ven, from thy high dwelling 
place, and forgive, and ren¬ 
der to every one according 
to his ways, which thou 
knowest him to have in his 
heart: (for thou only know¬ 
est the hearts of the chil¬ 
dren of men :) 

31 That they may fear 
thee, and walk in thy ways 
all the days that they live 
upon the face of the land 
which thou hast given to our 
fathers* 
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32 If the stranger also, 
who is not of thy people Is 
wel, come from a far coun¬ 
try, for the sake of thy great 
name, and tby strong hand, 
and thy stretched-out arm, 
and adore in this place: 

33 Hear thou from hea¬ 
ven, thy firm dwelling place, 
and do all that which that 
stranger shall call upon thee 
for : that all the people bf the 
earth may know thy name, 
and may fear thee, as thy 
people Israel, and may know 
that thy name is invoked 
upon this house, which I 
have built* 

34 If thy people go out 
to war against their enemies, 
by the way that thpu shalt 
send them, and adore thee 
towards the way of this city 
which thou hast chosen, and 
the house which I have 
built to thy name : 

35 Then hear thou from 
heaven their prayers, and 
their supplications, and re¬ 
venge them. 

36 And if they sin against 
thee (for there is no man that 
sioneth not) and thou be an¬ 
gry with them, and deliver 

•them up to their enemies, 
and they lead them away 
captive to a land either afar 
off or near at hand, 

37 And if they be convert- 
edin their heart in the land 
to which they were led cap¬ 
tive, and do penance, and 
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pray to thee in the land of 
their captivity, saying : Wc 
have sinned, we have done 
wickedly, w ? e have dealt un¬ 
justly ; 

38 And return to thee with 
all their heart, and with all 
their soul, in the land of their 
captivity, to which they 
were led away, and adore 
thee towards the way of 
their own land, which thou 
gavest their fathers, and bf 
the city which thou hast cho¬ 
sen, and the house which I 
have built to thy name \ 

39 Then hear thou from 
heaven, that is, from tby 
firm dwelling place, their 
prayers, and do judgment, 
and forgive thy people, al¬ 
though they have sinned: 

40 For thou art my God : 
let thy eyes, I beseech thee, 
be open, and let thy ears be 
attentive to the prayer that 
is made in this place. 

41 Now therefore arise, 0 
Lord God, into thy resting 
place, thou and the ark of 
thy strength: Let thy priests, 
O Lord God, put on salva¬ 
tion, and thy saints rejoice 
in good things. 

42 O Lord God, turn not • 
away the face of thy anoint¬ 
ed : remember the mercies 
of David thy servant. 

CHAP. VII. 

Fire from heaven con sums tb 

the sacrifices* The solemnity 

if the dedication qf the tem - 
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* pie. God signified bis having 
beard Solomon's prayer ; yet 
so if be continue to serve him. 

N O W when Solomon 

had made an end of 
his prayer, fire came down 
from heaven, and consumed 
the holocausts and the vic¬ 
tims : and the majesty of the 
Lord filled the house. 

% And the priests could 
not enter into the temple of 
the Lord, because the ma¬ 
jesty of the Lord had filled 
the temple of the Lord. 

3 Moreover all the chil¬ 
dren of Israel saw the fire 
•coming down, and the glory 
of the Lord upon the house : 
and falling* down with their 
faces to the ground, upon the 
stone pavement, they adored 
a id praised the Lord : be¬ 
cause he is good, because his 
mercy endurcth for ever. 

4 And the king and all 
the people sacrificed victims 
before the Lord* 

5. And king Solomon offer¬ 
ed- a sacrifice of twenty two 
thousand oxen, and one hun¬ 
dred and twentv thousand 
rams: and the king and all 
the people dedicated the 
house of God. 

6 And the priests stood'In 
their offices : and the Levites 
with the instruments of mu 
sic of the Lord, which king 
David made to praise the 
Lord: because his mercy en- 


hymns of David by their 
ministry: and the priests 
sounded with trumpets be¬ 
fore them, and all Israel* 
stood. 

7 Solomon also sanctified 
the middle of the court be¬ 
fore the temple of the Lord- 
for he offered there the holo~ 
caustSj and the fat of the 
peace offerings : because the 
brasen altar which he had 
made, could not hold the* 
holocausts, and the sacrifU- 
ces, and the fat. 

8 And Solomon kept the 
solemnity at that time seven 
days* and all 1 srael with him, 
a very great oongregation,, 
from the entrance of Emath- 
to the torrent of Egypt. 

9 And he made on the 
eighth day a solemn attsem* 
bly, because he had kept the 
dedication of the altar seven 
days* and had celebrated the 
solemnity seven days. 

10 So on the three and 
twentieth day of the seventh 
month, he sent away the peo¬ 
ple to their dwellings, joyful 
and glad for the good that 
the Lord had done to David 
and to 'Solomon, and to ali« 
Israel his people.- 

11* And Solomon finished' 
the house of the Lord, and- 
the king’s house, and all that- 
he had designed in bis heart 
to do, in the house of the 
Lord, and in bis own house;,

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12 And the Lord appear 
cd to him by night, and 
'said : I have beard thy pray¬ 
er, and I have chosen this 
place to myself for a house 
of sacrifice, 

13 If 1 shut up heaven, 
and there fall no rain, or, if 
1 give orders and command 
the locust to devour the 
land, or if I send pestilence 
among my people: 

14 And my people, upon 
whom my name is called, be¬ 
ing converted, shall make 
supplication to me, and seek 
out my face, and do penance 
for their most wicked ways, 
then will I hear from heaven, 
and will forgive their sins, j 
and will heal their land. 


19 But if you turn away, 
and forsake my justices, and 
my commandments, which I 
have set before you, and 
shall go and serve strange 
gods, and adore them, 

20 1 will pluck you up 
by the root out of my land 
which 1 have given you: and 
this bouse, which I have 
sanctified to my name, I 
will cast away from before 
my face, and will make it a 
by-word, and an example 
among ail nations. 

21 And this house shall be 
for a proverb to all that past 
by, and they shall be asto¬ 
nished and say : Why hath 
the Lord done thus to this 
land and to this house ? 


15 My eyes also shall be 
open, and my ears attentive 
to the prayer of him that 
shall pray in this place. 

16 For I have chosen, and 
have sanctified this place, 
that my name may be there 
for ever, and my eyes and 
my heart may remain there 
perpetually. 

17 And as for thee, if thou 
walk* before me as David thy 
father walked, and do accor¬ 
ding to all that 1 have com¬ 
manded thee, and keep my j 
justices and my judgments, 

18 I will raise up the 
throne of thy kingdom, as I 
promised to David thy fa¬ 
ther, saying: There shall 
not fail thee a man of thy 
etock to be ruler in Israel* 


22 And they shall answer:. 
Because they forsook the 
Lord the God of their fath¬ 
ers, who brought them out of 
the land of Egypt, and laid 
hold on strange Gods, and 
adored them, and worshipped 
them: therefore all these 
evils are come upon them. 

CHAP. VIII. 

Solomon's buildings, and other 

acts ♦ 

ND at the end of twen¬ 
ty years, after Solomon 
bad built the house of the 
Lord and his own house : 

2 He built the cities which 
Hiram had given to Solomon, 
and caused the children, of 
Israel to dwell there. 

3 He went also into Emath 
Suba, and possessed iu 
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4 And he built Palmira 
in the desert, and he built o- 
ther strong cities in Lmath. 

5 And he built Bethhor 
on the upper, and Bethhoron 
the nether, wailed cities with 
gates, and bars, and locks. 

6 Balaath also, and all the 
strong cities that were So¬ 
lomon’s, and all the cities of 
the thariuts, and the cities 
of the horsemen. All that 
Solomon had a mind, and de¬ 
signed, he built in Jerusalem 
and in Libanus, and in all 
the land of his dominion. 

7 All the people that were 
left of the Hethites, and the 
Amorrhites, and the Phere- 
zites, and the Hevites, and 
the Jebusites, that were not 
of the stock of Israel: 

8 Of their children,* and 
of their posterity, whom the 
children of Israel had not 
slain, Solomon made to be 
tributaries to this day. 

9 But of the children of 
Israel he set none to serve in 
the king’s works : for they 
were warriors, and chief 
captains, and rulers of his 
chariots, and horsemen. 

10 And all the chief cap¬ 
tains of king Solomon’s ar¬ 
my were two hundred and 
fifty, who taught the people* 

ir And he removed the 
daughter of Pharao from the 
city of Bavid, to the house 
which he had built for her. 
For the king said : My wife 
«hall not dwell in the house of 


David king of Israel, for it 
is sanctified : because the aik. 
of the Lord came into it, 

i 2 Then Solomon offer¬ 
ed holocausts to the Lord 
upon the altar of the Lord, 
which he had built before 
the porch, 

13 That every day an of¬ 
fering might be made on ir, 
according to the ordinance cf 
Moses, in the sabbaths, and 
on the new moons, and on the 
festival days three times a- 
year$ that is to say, in the 
feast of unleavened bread, 
and in the feast of weeks, and 
in the feast of tabernacles. 

14 And hp appointed, ac¬ 
cording to the order of Da¬ 
vid his father, the offices of 
thrpriests in their ministeries: 
and the Leviics in their or¬ 
der, to give praise, and mi¬ 
nister before the priests, ac¬ 
cording to the duty of eve¬ 
ry day : and the porters in 
their divisions by gate and 
gate: for so David the maa 
of God had commanded. 

15 And the priests and 
Levites departed not from 
the king’s commandments^ 
as to any thing that lie had 
commanded, and as to the 
keeping of the treasures. 

16 Solomon had all char¬ 
ges prepared, from the day 
that he founded the house 
of the Lord, until the day 
wherein he finished it. 

17 Then Solomon went to 
Asiongaber, and to Ailath on 
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the coast of the red sea, which 
is in the land of Edom. 

18 And Hiram sent him 
ships by the hands of his sex* 
vants, and skilful mariners, 
and they went with Solo¬ 
mon's servants to Ophir, and 
they took thence four hun¬ 
dred and fifty talents of 
gold, and brought it to king 
Solomon. 

CHAP. IX. 

The queen of Saba admirefh 
tbe wisdom cf Solomon . His 
riches and glory. His death, 
A ND when the queen of 
Saba heard of the fame 
of Solomon, she came to try 
him with hard questions at 
Jerusalem, with great rich¬ 
es and camels, which carri¬ 
ed spices, and abundance 
of gold and precious stones. 
And when she was come to 
Solomon, ■ she proposed to 
him all that was in her heart. 

2 And Solomon explain¬ 
ed to her all that she propo¬ 
sed : and there was not any 
thing that he did not make 
clear unto her. 

3 And when she had seen 
these things, to wit, the wis¬ 
dom of Solomon, and the 
house winch he had built, 

4 And the meats of bis ta¬ 
ble, and the dwelling places 
of his servants, and the atten¬ 
dance of his officers, and their 
apparel, his cup-bearers also, 
and their garments, and the 
victims which he offered in 
the house of the Lord, there J 


was no more spirit in her, 
she was so astonished. 

5 And shesaidto the king: 
The word is true which I 
heard in my country of thy 
virtues and wisdom. 

6 1 did not believe them 
that told it, until I came, and 
my eyes had seen h, and 1 
had proved that scarce one 
half of thy wisdom had been 
told me : thou liast exceeded 
the fame with thy virtues. 

7 Happy are thy men r 
and happy are thy servants, 
who stand always before 
thee, and hear thy wisdom. 

S Blessed be the Lord thy 
God, who hath been pleased 
to set thee on his throne, king 
of the Lord thy God. Be¬ 
cause God loveth Israel, and- 
will preserve them for ever: 
therefore hath he made thee 
king over them, to do judg* 
ment and justice- 

9 And she gave to the king; 
a hundred and twenty talent* 
of gold, and spices in great 
abundance, and most precious 
stones: there were no suph 
spices as those which the 
queen of Saba gave to king 
Solomon.. 

I "3 And the servants also 
of Hiram, with the servants* 
of Solomon, brought gold 
from Ophir, and thyin-trees 
and most precious stones. 

II And the king made of 
the thy in trees, stairs in the 
house of the Lord, and in 
the king's house, and harps

and psalteries for the singing 
men ; never were there seen 
such trees in the land of Juda. 

12 And king Solomon 
gave to the queen of Saba 
■11 that she desired, and that 
she asked, and many more 
things than she brought to 
him: so she returned, and 
went to her own country, 
with her servants. 

13 And the weight of the 
gold that was brought to 
Solomon every year, was 
six hundred and sixty six ta¬ 
lents of gold \ 

14 Beside the sum which 
the deputies of divers nations 
and the merchants were ac- 
enstomedtobring, and all the 
kings of Arabia, and the lords 
of the lands, who brought 
gold and silver to-Solomon. 

15 And king Solomon 
made two hundred ’golden 
spears, of the sum of six hun¬ 
dred pieces of gold, which 
went to every spear : 

16 And three hundred gol¬ 
den shields of three hundred 
pieces of gold, which went to 
the covering of every shield: 
and the king put them in 
the armoury, which was 
compassed with a wood. 

17 The king also made a 
great thfone*of ivory, and 
overlaid it with pure gold. 

18 And six steps to go 
up to the throne, and a foot¬ 
stool of gold, and two arms 
one on either side, and two 
lions standing by the arms. 

19 Moreover twelve other 
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little Hons standing upon the 
steps on both sides ; there 
was not such a throne in any 
kingdom. 

20 And all the vessels of 
the king’s table were of 
gold, and the vessels of the 
house of the forest of Liba* 
nt* Were of the purest gold* 
For no account was made of 
silver in those days. . 

21 For the king’s ships 
went to ThaTsis with the ser¬ 
vants of Hiram, once in three 
years: & they brought thence 
gold and silver, and ivory, 
and apes, and peacocks. 

22 And Solomon was mag¬ 
nified above all the kings of 
the earth for riches and glory. 

23 And all the kings of the 
earth desired to see the face 
of Solomon, that they might 
hear the wisdom which o 4 
had given in his heart, 

24 And every year they 
brought him presents, vessels 
of silver, and of gold, and 
garments, and armour, and 
spices, and horses, and mules. 

25 And Solomon bad for¬ 
ty thousand horses in the 
stables, and twelve thousand 
chariots and horsemen, and 
be placed them in the cities 
of the chariots, and where 
the king was in Jerusalem. 

26 And he exercised au¬ 
thority over all the kings 
from the river Euphrates to 
the land of the Philistines, 
and to the borders of Egypt. 

27 And he made silver 
as plentiful in Jerusalem a 
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Kernel, and cedars as common 
u the sycomores which grow 
m the plains. 

28 And horses were 
brought to him out of Egypt, 
and out of all countries. 

29 Now the rest of the acts 
of Solomon, first and last, are 
written in the words of Na¬ 
than the prophet, and in the 
books of Ahias the Silonite, 
and in the vision of Addo 
the seer, against Jeroboam 
the son of Nabat. 

30 And Solomon reigned 
in Jerusalem over all Israel 
forty years. 

31 And he slept with his 
fathers: and they buried 
him in the city of David : 
and Roboam his son reign¬ 
ed in his stead.

17 The king sent word to 
Reum Beelteem, and Sam- 
sai the scribe, and to the rest 
that were in their council, in¬ 
habitants of Samaria, and to 
the rest beyond the river, 
sending greeting and peace. 

18 The accusation which 
you have sent to U9, hath 
been plainly read before me. 

19 And I commanded; 
and search hath been made, 
and it is found that this city 
of old time hath rebelled a- 
gainst kings,and seditions and 
wars have been raised therein. 

20 For there have been 
powerful kings in Jerusalem, 
who have had dominion over 
all the country that is be- 
yond the river : and have re* 
ceived tribute, and toll, and 
re vermes. 

21 So now hear the- sen¬ 
tence ; and hinder those roeo 
that this city be not built, till 
farther orders be given byme. 

22 See that you be not ne¬ 
gligent in executing this, lest 
by little and little the evil 
grow to the hurt of the kings. 

23 Now the copy of the 
edict of king Artaxerxes was 
read before Reum Beelteem* 
and Sarosai the scribe, and
